MISHAP TO THE MACHINERY 
PREVENTED MANY ESCAPES 


Thousands of Women and Half 
Crazed Children Quickly Gath- 
ered and Surrounded the 
Mouth of Colliery. 


Bolton, England, Dec. 21—An ex- 
plogion followed by fire and causing 
r.any fatalities occurred in the Little 
Hulton colliery here this morning 
scon after 290 miners had gone below 
the surfate to begin the day's work. 
The cause and extent of the disaster 
vas in doubt for several hours, The 
first rescuing party to reach the 
scene succeeded in bringing seven men 
und boys to safety and later recoy- 
ered the bodies of five victims. 

At the moment of the explosion 
fiames spread through the affected 
passage and smoke and poisonous 
gases filled the mine. The plight of 
the miners was rendered more dang- 
erous by a mishap to the machinery 
of the shafts where the cages refusea 
to move for a time, preventing quick 
ercape and interfering with ventila- 
tion, the rising gases being checkea 
by the obstructions and driven back 
on the entombed men. 

Meantime fire raged fiercely and it 
js supposed many who were not killed 
bs the noxious fumes were burned 
to death. The rescuers were unable 
to pet Jirect to where the miners were 
entombed and there was some delay 
while they sought access to the piate 
through the adjoining leads. 

Word of the disaster was carried 
quickly to the homes of the miners 
and presently thousands of women 
surrounded the nouth of the colliery. 
The anxious throng included a num- 
ber of half-crazed children and piti- 
able scenes were enacted. 

The Work of Rescue. 

The work of rescue continued 
bravely amid discouraging conditions. 
‘The rescuers went boldly in and suc- 
ceeded in extinguishing the flames, 
but encountered heavy fails of coat 
and slack that had been loosened from 
the roof of the mine by the eapto- 
sion. At 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
only elght of the two hundren ana 
Hinety imperilled men had escapes 
and the outlook for the rescue of the 
cthers was dubious, At that hour ten 
bodies had been recovered.

THE ATHABASCA 
POWER SCHEME 


COUNCIL RECEIVES FIELDING'S 
REPORT ON GRAND RAPIDS 
POWER SCHEME. 


The Fielding report on the power 
develOpment possibiities on the Atha- 
basea® River, particularly at Big Isl- 
and in the Grand Rapids, was sub- 
mitted at the meeting of the city 


counej] held last evening. 


Mr. Fielding outlines two schemes, 
The first provides for the develop- 
ment of power at Grand Rapids, with 
a transmission line about 192 miles 
long, This would involve an expendi- 
ture of no less than $3,000,000, and 
give power at a cost estimated at a 


little “less than $30 per horse power per 
annum. 

Of this scheme Mr. Fielding re- 
marks that in his opinion it does not 
possess the necessary virtues requir- 
ed to counterbalance the great cost 
of transmission for the distance of 
195 miles into the city of Edmonton, 

The Second Scheme, 

The second scheme contemplates a 
plant to be located near Athabasca 
Landing with a transmission line 
about 106 miles Tong, which would in- 
vyolve an expenditure of approximately 
$2,000,000, and would furnish power 
at a cost estimated at about $20 per 
horse power per annum. 

The report also contains the sugges- 
tion that more favorable sites might 
be found above the Landing and a 
probable reduation of cost secured of 
from 15 to 20 per cent., which would 
give power to the city at approxim- 
ately $16.50. This suggestion is based 
upon the general observations of the 
surveyor ,and igs not the result of.@ 
survey of the river above the Landing, 

The proposition submitted by the 
Edmonton Heat & Power . Company 
some time ago was for the supply of 
power ata flat rate of $20, 

Gives Drop of 39.1 Feet. 

The fall at Grand Island: gives a 
drop of 39.1 feet, which is consider- 
ably less than that shown on the gov- 
ernment map, which shows a fall of 
trom 50 to 60 feet. 

Above or near Athabasca Landing, 
says the report, a dam could be con- 
structed where the full flow of the 
river had a 30 foot head, from which 
45,000 h.p. could easily be taken and 
this site would be within 106 miles of 
Edmonton. iby going further up the 
river less length of dam would be 
needed and there would be a conse- 
quent reduction of the cost. The river 
flow of one million cubic feet of water 
per minute would give 12,000 h.p, at 
the generator station. An_ effective 
head of 8 feet with a depth of water 
of 8 feet and probable depth to sub- 
strata leyel of 8 feet additional would 
give the heights of the dam as 24 
teet, 

“Beyond that, continues Mr, 
Fielding, “a site With less length of 
dam, even if the flow of stream should 
be lessened at the upper site would 
give ample power to supply the re- 
quirements of the city, and develop- 
ment could be secured on a cheaper 
basis." 

The Average Fall. 

From Atiabueca Landing to. the 
head of Grand Rapids, a distance of 
165 miles, the average fall is stated to 
be 2.3 per mile, or 380 feet. From the 
head of Grand Rapids to Fort Me- 
Murray a distance of 85 miles, the 
average fall is 4.4 per mile, or 380 
feet. 

The capital cost of thé develop- 
ment at the Athabasca Landing site, 
including transmission line to Edmer 
ton, but excluding distribution line in 
the city, woukd be $2,015.340; 10 per 
cent. each for depreciation, repairs, 
and operation $201,524, The cost for 
10,000 hp. would be $20.15. 

Mr. Fielding’s report was laid

REVOLUTIONISTS WIN 
BATTLE IN MEXICO 


Revolutioniste Attack Government 
Trensport in Mountain Pass and 
Heavy Casualties Are Sustained by 
Government Troops, Who Are 
Forced to Retire, 


Chihuahua, Mex, Dee, 20—Forty- 
two wounded Mexican soldiers were 
brought in today, thus confirming the 
reports that the troop train which left 
Suy was shot to pieces inthe mountain 
trap known as Mal Paso, a few miles 
eact of Pedernales and about 120 
|miles west of this place. The official 
‘report states that the Federal troops 
{lost 21 killed and 10 missing and 42 
{wourded, The latter include Colonel 
| Guzman, who wes in command of the 
expedition, ‘The insurrection loss is 
not knewn here. 

‘the trein left here Saturday travel- 
‘ling In two sections and carrying three 
field pieces on a coal car and five hun- 
dred soldiers. Pancho Villa, the han- 
dit, who is operating independently 
and still regards the government as 
his enemy, tired on the second section 
as it was passing through Andania 
Canyon, but did no damage. 

The mountains of Malpaso, how- 
ever, swarmed with revolutionists 
They halted the firet and second sec- 
tions. Guzman disembarked his troops 
and for five hours defended himself 
from the desperate charges, He was in 
a trap however. His enemy was on the 
height sheltered by boulders and oth- 
er protection north to the mountains 
and poured in a deadly fire. He was 
unable to use his big guns effectively, 
owing to the nature of the ground. 
Notwithstanding his perilous condi- 
tion and the numbers of revolutionists 
he held his ground for five hours. Col. 
Gusman was shot through the leg, 
while the third officer in) command 
was raked across the stomach, 


Although Gen, Navarro was at or 
near Pedernales, he was unable to 
lend assistance. Worn out with the 


one-sided battle Col. Guzman loaded 
his dead and wounded together with 
the remainder of his force, upon the 
troop train and ran back to Bustillos. 
Here the uninjured disembarked, 
buried their dead and prepared to 
seek a junction with General Navarro 
by some route other than the railway 
A freight train, sent out from this 
place to load cattle at Bustillos, was 
countermanded und the wounded 
transferred to it. This train arrived
